McCone Defends AEC 

Flatly denying that he or any- 
one In AF-C leaked this or other 
classified information, Mr. Mc- 
Cone said: “There- were leaks in 
this area, but there were none 
that were attributed to the 
(Atomic. Energy Commission.” 

He denied also Senator Mc- 
Carthy's implication that »Mr. 
McCone, as h trustee of the 
California institute of Tech- 
nology, had attempted. to have 
fired 10 professors who pub- 
licly differed with him on 
atomic issues. 

Mr. McCone said Senate and 
House subcommittees of both 
the Armed Services and Appro- 
priations Committees dealt 
with CIA. This was his answer 
to complaints by Senator Mc- | 
Cm thy and others that Con-j 
gross has little chock or super-' 
vision of the agency. j 

"The Central Intelligence | 
Agency has been at all times j 
responsive to the calls of these i 
subcommittees and in addition! 
h «3 brought to their attention 1 
matters the agency felt should! 
properly be considered by. 
them," ho said, adding: 

'Twill continue .this policy; 
and this relationship with these: 
subcommittees." 

He noted also that CIA "re- 
ports to the National Security 
Council and Is subject to direc- 
tion by the National Security 
Council/’ 
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
